IL has been
chown that if a cuble centimeter
(about 1-2 teaspoonful) of milk con-
taining 10 bacteria is kept at 68 de-
grees temperature for 24 hours, the
bacterla will have maultiplied Into
about 61,000. In the same milk, If
held at 50 degreesm the growth of bac-
teria would be very small, possibly
